Revised rates for Illinois Bell 
Telephone Company in accord- _ 
ance with the order issued Fri- J 
day (Nov. 6) by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission arc effective 
starting Saturday, Nov. 7. 

The ncwratcs were formulated 
to produce the Commission's au-. 
thorized increase of $77,864,000. 
In its request of 11 months ago, 
the company asked for an in- 
crease of $86,500,000. 

Charles L. Brown, president of 
Illinois Bell, in commenting on 
the Commission's rate order, 
said: 

."The Commission's order pro- 
vides some relief for our earnings, 
situation which has been, deterior- - 
atlng steadily through the effects 
of inflation since 1966. 

"The request of nearly a year 
ago for an annual increase of 
$68^500,000 in gross, revenues from 
Illinois operations, was 'carefully 
tailored to maintain our 'lability 
lo meet customer's . growing de- 
mands for telephone" service. We 
do feel the facts of our case would 
have justified the full amount of 
the increase. 

"Since bur request in 1969 there 
has been no abatement in the in- 
flationary pressures which 
prompted the application for this 
first general rate increase in 
more than 17 years. Rigorous ex- 
pense control efforts . help, but 
they cannot stem the tide of ris- 
ing costs. 

"Our business requires very 
large amounts of capital funds 
and capital costs more than ever 
before. We accept the direction 
of the Commission to continue to 
spend, about $1,000,000 a day on 
construction so that customers 
may have the quantities and tho 
quality of service they call on 
us to provide. 

"We will, of course, maintain 
a very close watch on operating 
and financial results but unless 
the cost pressures moderate, we 
will have lo seek additional help. 
In the meantime, we are deter- 
mined to continue serving our 
customers lo the very best of our 
ability." 

There arc variations in the in- 
creases in basic monthly rates by 
community and. types of service, 
the company pointed out. To 
achieve a more equitable rate 
treatment for all, local service 
rate schedules have been grouped 
according to the number of main 
telephones which' can be called 
without additional charge. For 
those communities which have 
had large telephone growth, in- 
creases 'are larger than those "in 
which telephone growth has been 
more stable/ In many'exchanges, 
there.' have been no compensating 
increases since 1953. y, 

The company said that the ef- 
fect of the new .rates on individr 
ual customers will be reflected in 
bills received by mid-November 
and later. Pamphlets with an ex- 
planation of the changes are also 
being mailed to customers.

In an. unprecedented decision, ' the Illinois 
Supreme Court has held that both hospitals and 

contract ti'ansfusion-induced hepatitis. : ': * 

Furthermore, Illinois may apply the theory 
of "strict .liability" whenever a hospital furnishes 
a "product" (as blood is considered) to a patient. 
The theory may even extend to physicians in the 
same circumstances. 

The Cooperative Blood Replacement Plan, 
a not-for-profit; service that works with 57 mem- 
ber : hospital blood banks to assure donors and 
their families of free, unlimited blood replace- 
ment, and the American Association of Blood 
Banks for many years have urged .legislative ac- 
tion which will characterize the provision .of 
blood for transfusion as'fl service, rather than' the 
sale of a product. 

> * 

.Obviously, we cannot recommend that trans- 
fusions be withheld. To withhold necessary medi- 
cal care presents a greater risk of liability than 
the risk of liability for post-transfusion hepatitis.

-Blood Donor Month for despite the medical'leg'al 
furor, the need remains. . 

Blood cannot be produced' synthetically. It 
can only come from human beings. Occasionally 
these donors may have dormant cases of hepa- 
titis ... a disease which medically cannot be iden- 
tified in blood. * . ; 

The. question arises,, should people stop do- 
nating blood for this reason? This would spell

. Blood Replacement Plan. By virtue of your' par- 
ticipation, and that, of your neighbor's, Chicago 
will be^ssured of a supply of healthy blood for 
emergencies, -and you will be assured of help if 
your family is in need ; 

2) Ask your legislator to assist the passage 
of legislation which would establish a blood 
transfusion as a service, rather than a product. 
Such a measure would exempt blood from the 
doctrine of strict liability. This would alleviate 
the possible deleterious effect of this unfortunate 
decision by the Supreme- Court, which places hos- 
pitals and physicians in the disastrous dilemma 
of. choosing between apossibleMnfectious trans- 
fusion or a malpractice suit for failure to admin- 
ister a life-saving transfusion. The Illinois State 
and Chicago. Medical Societies, the Illinois Hos- 
pital Association and the Chicago Hospital Coun- 
cil strongly, support such legislation.
